■ .everywhere lie goes, and whatever he does, 
Rockwell go iter Ate s hostility and bad publicity for 
himself -denunciations from the pulpit, from the 
press, radio and TV .and from numerous organizations 
and prominent individuals, 

"1 only w ish that the same were true of the Com- 
munist Party leaders who, for many reasons, pose a 
very real t Eire at to this country.” 

Thus spoke Congressman John Aslibroek on 
the floor of Congress on February 9* 1967, quoting 
from a report on the American Nazi Party and its 
“fuhrer,” George Lincoln Rockwell- The myth of 
Nazi power and the danger of a Nazi take-over 
in this country and all over the world is being kept 
alive by a vast number of old and new movies, 
television programs and writings. No such energy 
has been expended on the real threat to this country 
and the world, the International Communist Con- 
spiracy, by the controlled Hollywood film industry, 
the TV networks, the news media and book publishers. 
The truth is that, the Nazis have never been a threat 
to this country and Hitler's followers have all but 
disappeared from the world scene with the exception 
of a large group which joined the ranks of the Com- 
munists openly. There arc many former high-ranking 
Nazis holding office in the Communist countries* 

The American Nazi Party' was formed some 
seven years ago by George Lincoln Rockwell, a 
former U. S, Naval Officer, who gathered together a 
group of followers described by the House Committee 
on Un-American Activities us anything but an im- 
pressive lot Their investigation revealed that among 
Rockwell's followers are individuals who have 
dishonorable discharges from theU-S* Armed Forces, 
former inmates of menial hospitals, homosexuals, 
and criminals. 

For several years the American Nazi Party has 
operated from an old mansion at 923 North Randolph 
Street, Arlington, Virginia, from which address was 
issued the ROCKWELL REPORT, its official pub- 
lication. In his issue of January lOfM, Rockwell 
states he is not a Christian, that be is an agnostic. 
In h i.s issue of Oct. -Nov. 1965 he characterizes life 
at his 4 'HQ 11 as “miserable,” wilh fifteen people 
living there, sleeping all over the floors, in cars, 
etc. This type of life seems to appeal to assorted 
odd-balls. 

Some light was thrown on the American Nazi 
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Party when a man named Daniel J Burros committed 
suicide late in 1965, after having been exposed as 
being Jewish and an Tulle i£T of the Kii K 1 ux ' K1 an . 
Tt turned but thaTTIunos muT also been affiliated""* 
with Rockwell *s group earlier. Since the news was 
out Rockwell had to cope with it. He tells us about 
it in his Oet.-Nov. 1 965 ROCKWELL REPORT. 

Under the title of “The Burros Business,” he 
writes; 

"The last three days since Dun Burros shot him- 
self have been pretty wild here. The calls and 
interviews from Life, Newsweek, the Networks and 
all the papers, it seems, in the world, have kept our 
phones ringing nigh l and day, -until ! called a press 
conference to deal with the situation in an orderly 
and efficient manner. , , , 

“Just to present the facts to OUR people, I will 
therefore print a resume of the whole Burros affair* 

44 Burros appeared here one day in early I960 on a 
visit from New York City. He was an avid collector 
of German and Nazi 'souvenirs*. . * .Ruiros was hyp- 
notized by the sight of LIVE Nazis - in UNIFORMS, 

— he fust HAD to be one, too,” 

After Burros joined up and moved into ^miserable” 
headquarters, Rockwell and his 14 Nazis” got to 
know him better. Rockwell writes: “We learned 

that he had been sent to the Army heads lints her for 
sadistic tendencies and Nazi leanings. . he had 
strangled the mascot of the IQlst Airborne Di- 
vision., **baro-liandedIy throttling the young eagle, . . 

"He would spend hours gleefully describing the 
various tortures he had invented for the Jews (Burros 
claimed to be Gorman but was himself a Jew')..,, 
He also collected all kind of pornography,. . 

“in spite of these aberrfitions . he was really a 
brilliant young man, and hugely dedicated to the 
Cause, there was no doubt of that then, and no 
doubt of it now. , . , . 

“He considered himself a master-spy type, and 
kept demanding to be Invested with the powers of 
our official "SS POLICE SPY 1 and Gestapo boss 
(which melodrama tics I don’t permit around here). 

“Dissatisfied at the lack of musical-earned y-type 
"Nazism 1 here, at the diet of chicken-backs and 
beans,... he began to plot with another man to 
desert and start their own 'Nazi 1 Party. He stole his 
own and another sworn application*,, crawled out of 
a second-story window one night, and slipped np to 
New Y'ork City..,. 
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“Iii New York, Burros published n magazine catted 
<KlLL*' Full of blood and terror nnd demands for 
‘pioiintnius of corpses.* etc. — and also full of denun- 
ciations of me and Ike American Nazi Party.... 

' “He had meanwhile gotten involved with James 
Mad ole and the National Renaissance Party in New 
York, and got caught with a copy of ‘Eros* filthy 
magazine, and a charge of riot, arms. etc. which sent 
him off to Sing Sing for a while, 1 felt sorry for him, 
and after getting a new application, gave him a Party 
card back as n sort of gesture, although we wanted 
K no part of Burros here,”

“At the time of his death, Burras was still pub' 
lishing his “Free American* 1 all covered with swas- 
tikas and adulation of the Germans, etc., was a mem- 
ber of the American Nazi Party,' Madolc’s group (I 
believe), and also acting as the Klcngle or Dragon 
of the Klan in New York.** We must admit Burros 
was a very busy man. 

The Madole, to whom Rockwell refers, is James 
H, Madole.age 38, head of the National Renaissance 
Party, described as a Neo-Nazi group. By some strange 
coincidence, another man, also Jewish and also 
named Burros, but allegedly no relation to the other 
Burros, became National Secretary of the National 
Renaissance Party, a violently anti-Jcwish organi- 
zation which distributes anti-Semitic literature. 

In November of 1965 the Middletown, N.Y. 
TIMES HERALD RECORD revealed the Jewish back- 
ground of Robert J. Burros, after w hich the National 
Renaissance Party held a meeting and stripper! him 
of his title of National Secretary but continued him 
as a member. The NEW YORK TIMES of November 5, 
19G3 quoted James Madolo,head of the National Re- 
naissance Party, as stating in an interview that be 
“regretted" that Robert Burros had concealed his 
Jewish background, but that 1 ‘as far as Pm concerned. 
Burros is A-l.*’The TIMES article stated: “Madolc, 
who has been active in neo-Nazi activities si nee the 
late nineteen-forties, said there were other members 
of his party with backgrounds similar to Robert Hinros.** 

An exposure of the operations of those who 
promote 11 anti-Semitism** in order to keep the funds 
coming into the Anti-Defamation League of B’nfti 
B’ritli and put fear into the hearts of the Jews of the 
world, is detailed in a publication entitled, “The 
Bigots Behind the Swastika Spree* 1 by -Joseph P, 
Kamp. (This booklet may be obtained from “Head- 
lines, 11 Box 333, Westport, Conn., price forty cents) 
Mr. Ramp, who has been fighting the International 
Communist Conspiracy since 101&, is one of the 
best-informed anti-communists in America and has 
suffered from the resulting ADL smears. 

On Page 22 of Mr. Knmp*? booklet, we read: 
“The. ADL is controlled and directed by pro-Com- 


munists, professional hate-mongers, and fanatic big- 
ots, who victimize Jew and Gentile alike. It persecutes 
pr(y-Amer ican s . Its pr i rt ci pa l ta rgets arc an i i-Com m n- 
niats. Its weapons are intimidation, blackmail, boy- 
cott and the smear terror. 

“For these purposes it maintains a vicious spy 
network, a NazI-Iikc Gestapo, an underground secret 
police that has agents in 2,200 American communi- 
ties, U also employs thieves to loot files m busi- 
ness offices and private homes...... 

“The Anti-Defamation League of B’nai B’rith is 
supposed to promote tolerance and good will, and 
counteract anti-Semitism. Instead, It breeds intoler- 
ance, promotes hate, fosters racial and religious 
prejudice, and deliberately fans the flames of sntl- 

Semitism to collect more millions to perpetuate 

its filthy hate racket .* 1 

Giving names and events to back up his charges 
against the ADL, Mr. Karnp states on Page 32 of 
. his booklet: 

“A nodi or ADL pay roller, who from time to time 
made violent anti-Semitic speeches under National 
Renaissance Parly auspices, was Richard Hamel, an 
ex-convict Charley Smith, nee Smetana, an old-time 
spy for the ADL network, dropped around to give 
Mad ole some helpful hints and to contribute a little 
cash. And. on occasion. ADL spy-master Sandy 
Griffith, using the alias Al Scheffer, showed up at 
strategy meetings to make a few suggestions. Behind 
the scenes, *A1 Scheffer* was meeting regularly with 
Frederick Charles Weiss, who was also giving Mad ole 
advice and money, Weiss knew that ‘Scheffer’ was 
an ADL spy chief. They discussed what the National 
Renaissance Party should do next *to get national 
publicity.* To win the confidence of Weiss , ‘Scheffer* 
offered cooperation through ADL facilities and con- 
tacts with newspapers. On the promise of providing 
’good* publicity in the Jewish press, Weiss turned 
over to ‘Scheffer’ bis persona] correspondence with 
nationalists and anti -Communists throughout the 
ountrv. , ■ , and in Europe and South America, Vreiss 
Gust have been quite a “letter-writer."

Standing smugly by are 
several figures; one labelled "Dire hers** is Sipping 
coffee (lea, cocoa?), smoking a cigar, wearing a top 
hat with a big dollar sign on it, ami die balloon over 
il states " Write your Congressman;” another vyitli the 
face of a pig is piously on its kneea and Ims its dol- 
lar sign on its black coat, Need we tell yon that it 
is labelled "Hogg island that its balloon says "Pray 
and send me money?” The heroic figure with the 
Nazi armband points at the white-black sttuggle and 
its extra large balloon says: "WHITE MAN.,. FIGHT' 11 
Other lesser figures in the cartoon say “Wave the 
Confederate flag” and " Burn a cross,” This cartoon 
appeared iafhe ROCKWELL REPORT** OcL-Nov. 1935. 

As of December 1965 the American Nazi Party 
w' as not doing too well financially and the Washing- 
ton, D.C., EVENING STAR of December 3, 1935 re- 
ported that their headquarters in Arlington had been 
padlocked that day by Internal Revenue Service agents 
to enforce a claim for buck taxes. The article stated: 
"The IRS described the raid as an ‘enforced collec- 
tion* of alleged unpaid withholding taxes, unemploy- 
ment taxes and corporate income taxes for 1962 through 
the first throe months of 1935 

“ *We told them we couldn't pay it. Wc just don’t 
have the money * Rockwell said,.., 

"The self-styled Nazi said his entire operation 
‘subsists on contributions 1 and sales of pamphlets, 
insignia, armbands and swastika flags. 

"Rockwell’s group maintains another installation - 
his residence and the ‘barracks* - at 6150 Wilson 
Boulevard, where he and several of the party mem- 
bers live, 

“Arlington Deputy Treasurer B.L. Fletcher told a 
reporter that Rockwell also had boon delinquent on 
local personal property taxes for the years 1 960-63... 

" ‘The only way wc can collect is to try to find 
some assets of his, but so far we haven’t found any, 1 
Fletcher said. 

"The IRS raid was directed only at property ‘be- 
longing to the corporation - not personal belongings ,* 
according to an agency spokesman. 

"The corporation is called G.L. Rockwell Party, 
fnc. Rockwell said that the Virginia legislature had 
prohibited! him front chartering his group with the 
word ‘Nazi 1 in the name.” 


While any tax-payer may find himself in diffi- 
culties with the voracious Internal Revenue Service 
and we don’t endorse these collection methods, we 
have included this information to point out the sorry 
state of the finances of the American Nazi Party, 
However, this indigent organization with a handful 
of members gets national publicity with every move 
it makes and it is tied in with legitimate "right- 
wing” groups. 


f Nazism. however, either here in the United 
/ States in the form of G,L. Rockwell’s st range group 
l or in Germany under Hitter, is not a "right-wing” 
Vjnovement. In an article in the BIRMINGHAM INDE/ 
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PENDENT of August 31. September 7, 1966, we read 
the following, under the headline: "NAZIS WORKING 
KING, COMMUNISTS, IN CHICAGO: 

"The American people have been conditioned by 
Communists, using Pavlovinn brainwashing tech- 
niques, to believe that Nazis and Communists are 
‘political opposites.* Nothing could be further from 
the truth. Communists and Nazis are neither ‘politi- 
cal 1 nor ‘opposite. 1 They arc simply branches of the 
criminal conspiracy (International Communis 1 Con- 
spiracy) dedicated to enslaving the entire world. 

"The basic building Week of Communism is some- 
thing called the ‘science of Dialectic Materialism. 1 
All Communists have been schooled in the science 
of dialectics. Dialectics consists of an onrushing 
* thesis.* which is opposed hy an immovable ‘anti- 
thesis,* there is a clash, and from out of the ‘clash 1 
comes a ‘synthesis,* 

"Dialectics as used in the civil rights movement, 
consists of simply: (I) The Thesis, or an action, fn 
this case, 'non-violent 1 demonstrations. (2) Thu 
Antithesis, or a reaction. This, of course, consists 
of reactions of the rock -throwing, swastika-carrying 
‘Nazis and racists,* (3) The Synthesis. Out of the 
‘conflict,* ‘division,* and ‘chaos* produced by the 
‘antithesis 1 or ‘clash 1 (the reaction of the Nazis) 
comes the desired result -more unconstitutional leg- 
islation, increased hatred between the two races... 
and a genera! disrespect for law and order. 

*Tsa*t it interesting that no matter where Martin 
King is demonstrating the same members of the Ameri- 
can Nazi Party keep turning up?* 1 


The Congressional Record of February 9, 1967 
contains a detailed report on the subject of the Ameri- 
ican Nazi Party made by Rep. Edwin Willis to the 
House Un-American Activities Committee and insert- 
ed into the Congressional Record by Rep. John Ash- 
brook. Mr. Ashbrook stated that the report was based 
on an extensive study of the organization and that 
the committee staff had been collecting information 
on the American Nazi Party since it was formed sumo 
seven years ago. He stated also: 

"It is interesting to note that the committee finds 
that the Rockwell Nazis have probably less than 50 
active members, and it is doubtful that the group 
has numbered more then 100 members nationally at 
any time in the past. Financially unstable, this sub- 
versive: gTonp is anything but impressive with a sig- 
nificant percentage pf the so-called ‘troopers 1 having 
either criminal records or dishonorable discharges 
from the armed services.. . . 11 is the considered op in- 
ion of the cluiirnmn (of the r.nimti'rn^ rm t nT* 

'American Activities). Mr. VTlIts. that ibis small. 
suhyprsivn pmnn f-rnates Tin more Hirui occasional 
problems which local police can adequately handle. 1 ” 

The report placed into the record states ; 

"The American Nazi Party, as its name indicates, 
has openly advocated a form of government for the 
United States that, is both alien and hostile to that 
provided by the Constitution, It has categorized 
itself as a subversive organization not only by its 
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hut by open profession of Nazi aims, * * 

“While George Lincoln Rockwell has matte some 
trips nbroad and htfc* sympathetic and ideological 
ties with some relatively small Nazi movements in 
other countries, neither he nor his party serve as 
agents of any foreign Nazi government as such. In 
addition, Nazism is largely discredited as a poliL 
ical ideology in all parts of the world and there are 
no indications that thero will be any change in this 
situation in the near future, ♦, . 

“At the nrft&ftiil lime the Nazi Party probably has 
less than fifty nctm: mvLiihcis. 11 is rlflidirful flii't it 
has ever nf miv one tirng* hod ;i s man.v as 100 active 
.injBjriVrfi naUiMi^Ua’. 

“For this reason, even though their alms and 
doctrines, are totalitarian, reprehensible and un- 
American, it is dear that Rockwell and his handful 
pf fnHnwer* atp nf littte ^.lifir^n^ tn tte ^oeuriH'" 
of the United States . . .It is my view that we, as a 
Committee of the Congress, would be dignifying 
Rockwell far beyond liis importance if we were to 
hold hearings on his group* 

V Rockwell, of course, wants us to investigate his 
organization. He has written letters to me asking 
that w e do so. He svanls to see front-page headlines 
'MUtml MS 0fgflh l^ r ^ inn H0 would lilcm trt hi* 
picture featured on nationwide TV newscasts and 
spread over the pages of newspapers in all parts of 
the country, * -

He .recently announced that, in the hope of creating 
a better image, he was changing the name of his 
organization from ‘American Nazi Party* to 'National 
Socialist White People’s Party. 1 lie also indicated 
that the Party’s rallying cry would be changed from 
Hitler’s ‘Seig HeiPto ‘White Power,’ I doubt that he 
will gain much by this. To informed Americans, 
‘National Socialism* spells Hitlerism just as much 
as the term ‘Nazism’ docs, 1 doubt, too, that Amer- 
icans will be taken in by the call of ‘White Power, * 
as Hock well defines it, any more than they were 
taken in by Hitler’s traditional rallying cry,” 

Wo agree with Chairman Willis but we do noh 
think this is the point. Americans will not be fooled \ 
into joining Rockwell, but they are fooled by the 
left-wing press into equating him with legitimate 
conservative activities and organizations and per- 
sons, Rockwell and his *troo purs’ are never put in 
their proper place in the political spectrum (which is 
the extreme left > by the odws media and the same is true 
of Hitler and his Nazis. The public is therefore led 
to believe that “fascists” and Nazis, who ARK 
alike, arc on the far right instead of the for left. 
The terms “fascist** mid “Nazi "arc used as epithets 
by the Communists to describe anti-communists but 
they are not accurate descriptions of the anti-corn-/ 
iimmist, conservative political orientation. 

Another purpose served by the likes of Rock- 
well U that of a catalytic agent, sparking a violent 
reaction against the multitude of demonstrating 
peaceniks and civil rights agitators 
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However, the most important result of Rock- 
well and his phony Nazis, we feel, is la give credence 
to the cons lu nl warnings of the “RISE OF NEO- 
NAZISM” and the constant harping un the evils 
thereof. The C o m m un i s ts are a 1 w ays a n x i c us to kec p 
the Nazi myth alive. In a recent “Statement by 
Soviet Government,” dated January 30, 1967, issued 
by the Embassy of the Union of Soviet Socialist 
Republics, In format ton Department, we read: 

“The attention of the peoples and governments of 
European countries, and not only European, is again 
attracted to the activities of the forces of nazism 
and militarism in the Federal Republic of Germany, 
All this shows that though more than two decades 
have, passed since the adoption of the historic 
Potsdam decisions, the criminal past of Hitlerism 
has not by far been done a way with in the FRG, 
that the nazi spirit has not died there, that U lives 
on, , , , * 

“The revival of iiazism in the FRG is a mani- 
festation of a fatal malady which undermined and 
destroyed the foundation of l he Weimar Republic, 
and brought into being the hitler regime with its 
monstrous crimes against peace and humanity.,,. 

“Tho attempts to belittle the danger of the growing 
activity of tho nco-nazi forces in the FRG in many 
ways resemble the soothing statements made in 
the past, . . , 

“German nnzisni played a leading part in pre- 
paring and unleashing World War Two which did not 
stop at European borders but brought devastation to 
and claimed numerous sacrifices also from peoples 
in other regions of the world. This is why the Soviet 
Government considers it its duty today to appeal to 
the governments, parliaments and peoples in Europe 
and in all other continents, urging them to be vig- 
ilant in the face of facts showing the increased 
activity of the militarist.” 

A thorough investigation by the House Un- 
American Activities Committee has shown the 
American Nazi Party constitutes no threat. Who has 
an interest in trying to make us believe they do ?
